history Catholic education this country shows that 
the early bishops were quite conscious the enervating effects 
“indifferentism” American life. Their pastoral letters were 
constructively critical. This constructive criticism led them in- 
evitably establish Catholic schools, protect their 
charges from the subtle despiritualizing influences the environ- 
ment indifferentism. Very few appreciate fully the providential 
nature that decision. has been source strength through 
the years and genuine bulwark our day. For instance, how 
futile would for our time try offset the inroads 
secularism without the tremendous help provided through our 
present educational facilities. The same alert approach the 
problems education order today. should also 
critical our evaluation and constructive our suggestions for 
improvement. advisable for occasionally examine the 
record. Such examination may disclose some the things

Recognition 

encouraging note that Catholic elementary and second- 
ary schools have merited special mention recent statistical 
the Office Education, chiefly because the 
rapid increase the number students registered and the 
number teachers employed. Between 1940 and 1946 the rate 
increase exceeded that public education. The coming influx 
students holds real challenge for Catholic education. 
increase per cent kindergarten and elementary grade 
registrations expected during the next five years. The full effect 
rising birth rate will not felt the high school until 1955. 
The high school registration that time should per cent 
higher than during the current school year. Just about ten 
years ago, were concerned because falling birth rate. 
During the NCWC surveys 1932 1938, steady decline 
elementary school enrollments had been registered, that the 
end the period there were about 150,000 fewer pupils than 
there had been 1930. The reversal trend impressive. Some 
dioceses are now finding very difficult care for the great 
influx the kindergartens and lower grades. One the smaller 
dioceses reports increase one thousand registrants for 
49, while the Archdiocese Chicago reports well over two thou- 
sand. The latest reports show that the influx veterans the

college and university level now subsiding, but there every 
indication that recent high school graduates will keep higher edu- 
cation enrollments top figure for many years come. More 
buildings, more teachers, more vocations, and more money seem 
the order the day. are now entering period during 
which will extremely difficult predict what should our 
top registration figure any level during any given year. The 
limits are set without doubt the extent our resources. 


The Building Backlog 

Mounting costs have slowed down building programs and 
many cases have led their abandonment. The pressure for new 
facilities, however, has been great that many diocesan officials 
have decided carry on, chiefly because they believe that there 
has been too much delay already and that there little prospect 
immediate adjustment. The zeal the Catholic laity the 
cause Catholic education has never been more evident. Parish- 
ioners have petitioned pastors and members the hierarchy for 
parish schools, high schools, and colleges, manifesting every 
instance their complete willingness underwrite higher construc- 
tion costs. Such devotion edifying and constitutes splendid 
tribute the effectiveness our leaders preaching the gospel 
Catholic education. Much the new construction has been 
suburban centers. Some has taken the form additions 
existing structures. The tremendous pressure exerted rapidly 
mounting high school enrollments has been taken through the 
establishment ninth-grade annexes parochial schools. 
heartening note that new buildings provide the latest improve- 
ments lighting, adaptability, acoustics, audio-visual equipment, 
and laboratory facilities. There marked trend the direction 
diocesan control school-building construction. This develop- 
ment provides for the employment experienced school archi- 
tects and guarantees lower construction costs. 


Shortage Teachers 

New schools call for additional teachers. The increase voca- 
tions, especially for the teaching Sisterhoods, has not kept pace 
with increasing enrollments. This quite unfortunate time 
when the entire country suffering from drastic teacher 
shortage, especially the elementary school level. Public officials, 
civic leaders, and members all professions have been enlisted 
well-directed drive interest students the teaching profes- 
sion, but the response has not been encouraging. Times are too 
good make teacher recruitment effective. The registrations 
teachers’ colleges are lower than ever. the present rate in- 
crease, Catholic school officials will faced short time with 
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the discouraging task trying secure the services more 
lay teachers. Higher salaries, tenure, and better working condi- 
tions will make increasingly difficult attract able young lay- 
men and women. Only those with the apostolic urge will respond. 
Diocesan school systems, pastors, and religious communities with 
established policy governing the employment lay teachers 
will enjoy distinct advantage the imminent scramble for 
candidates. The situation really critical and bound become 
much worse. Some relief may expected from the training 
diocesan priests for service central Catholic high schools. Many 
jurisdictions are doing excellent job preparing likely candi- 
dates, but there very definite limit the number 
secured from this source. big factor securing lay teachers will 
the provision adequate salaries. Where are get the 
money? another problem that must solved are 
provide adequate instruction Catholic schools. Large classes 
not constitute the answer. must provide our Catholic children 
with good education when they register Catholic schools. 
Standards must maintained. 


Diocesan Superintendents 


The reports diocesan superintendents schools provide 
good cross section educational practices elementary schools. 
are prone forget that many outstanding accomplishments 
are made posisble only through the leadership and co-ordination 
provided the office the diocesan superintendent. quite 
frequenty through his efforts and those his staff that the best 
practices secular education are adapted for our Catholic 
schools. Conferences, committees, and reports carry forward 
successful conclusion educational enterprises which would other- 
wise fall short their objectives. The best that each religious 
community has contribute called the attention all. 
Diocesan testing programs establish standards and remedy evi- 
dent weaknesses the instructional program. the sphere 
public relations, the services the superintendent are invaluable. 
Good public relations constitute real safeguard for Catholic 
education. These are some the things that are now being done 
very well, but there are other activities which are worthy 
special commendation. refer the new interest being de- 
veloped the importance effective speech, the proper and 
extensive use audio-visual material, adequate curriculum con- 
struction, creative supervision, and better transition from the ele- 
mentary the high school level. new day dawning when 
possible for all superintendents co-operate state-wide 
basis developing Catholic curriculum program. has already 
happened New York State. The New York State Curriculum 
Committee conducted workshop Cliff Haven, Y., from 
July August 1948. Another diocese has followed the plan 
conducting diocesan-wide testing program secure data 
which build new course study. More attention being 
devoted correlation subject matter provide the in- 
tegration necessary for effective instruction. This especially 
true for the teaching religion. All subjects are used 
promote the better understanding those religious truths which 
constitute the backbone instruction any Catholic school. 
Social studies are receiving special attention. The desire for better 
instructional results religion, social studies, art, speech, and 
music may account for the mounting interest the part 
played audio-visual teaching. Some jurisdictions are develop- 
ing film libraries and others are making large use community 
resources. The whole presents encouraging picture construc- 
tive discontent which promises higher standards instruction 
all subjects the curriculum. 


Social Problems 
The national concern with racial discrimination reflected 
some extent current developments all levels the Catholic 
school system. The Catholic approach somewhat different. Our 
own not expect legislate man into goodness. The appeal 
Catholic educators the basis safeguarding human dignity. 
has been pointed out that “Christ’s command that love one 
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another command, not suggestion.” The United States 
National Student Association set splendid example the First 
National Student Congress, during the Wisconsin meeting 
August, electing Ted Harris, Negro Catholic LaSalle Col- 
lege, Philadelphia, president the organization. Our colleges 
and universities are liberalizing their policies with regard ad- 
missions. The color line fading perceptibly. More elementary 
and high schools are being constructed for members the Negro 
race. recent regional meeting the National Federation 
Catholic Students approved campaign for funds establish 
Negro scholarships midwestern Catholic colleges. These de- 
velopments represent highly desirable trend that ultimately 
should permit the Church extend her spiritual influence 
amongst underprivileged minorities. 


Public Relations 


The National Catholic Educational Association continues 
provide high type leadership. The timely and effective eval- 
uation the report President Truman’s Commission Higher 
Education, one its special committees, but example 
how the resources alert group may brought bear 
during critical examination the Proceedings and 
Addresses the San Francisco Meeting shows that the same re- 
sponsiveness current problems and public demand has been 
worked into the programs the various departments. What more 
critical topics could have been selected than the social responsibil- 
ity Catholic educators, the co-ordination Catholic effort 
intellectual and cultural affairs, life adjustment education for 
youth, federal legislation, and religious education action. The. 
NCEA now functions between meetings. has gone long way 
ten years and evidently preparing for service still 
higher plane. The new approach manifest again the appoint- 
ment staff member care for public relations. Many colleges 
and universities are also providing for this type service. 
only fair note that diocesan superintendents have rendered 
valuable service this area for many years. Catholic education 
must court favorable public sentiment. Recent court decisions 
seem indicate that many judges are influenced what they 
read the public press. Better financial support possible the 
public knows what are trying do. The radio and the press 
must employed carry our message the people. This trend 
ties very well with the new interest Catholic circles pro- 
moting wider participation community activities our people. 


Legislation 

The McCollum decision the Supreme Court, declaring 
the Champaign plan religious instruction unconstitutional, has 
introduced element uncertainty which may ultimately work 
havoc all educational programs with religious sanction. 
but fair sample what the future holds for those who contend 
that education incomplete fails recognize the place 
God the scheme life. Favorable decisions now being handed 
down the lower courts will ultimately appealed the 
United States Supreme Court, must stand patiently until 
they are reviewed before have clarification the McCollum 
decision. are judge some the rulings provisions 
for transportation children attending parochial schools, and 
there have been many during the past year, would seem that 
the possibility future favorable action about fifty-fifty 
proposition. are passing through period rapid social 
change. The old guideposts not seem reliable any 
more. Witness what element chance there securing 
favorable vote something beneficial for our schools. Granted 
that the electorate the right mood that the proposition 
tied with certain measures which make general appeal, 
there fair chance approval; but offset such possibility, 
there always the opposition militant groups, from atheists 
down through enemies the Church such professional organ- 
izations the National Educational Association, which decry 
the further extension the Catholic school system any form. 
This the same saying that our future, far legislation 
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concerned, anybody’s guess. time for vigilance and 
prayer. God still with 


Catholic Leaders 

The critical situation with regard legislation demonstrates 
once more how fortunate have been the leadership have 
enjoyed through the long years.

Evidences his concern are re- 
flected the papers presented diocesan teachers’ institutes.

Fortunately, 
are still emphasizing the tremendous difference which exists 
between public and Catholic education. Ours the philosophy 
the supernatural. are guard against the insidious influ- 
ences secularistic philosophy which opposed everything 
for which Catholic education stands.

highly encouraging note that the role Catholic philosophy 
education shaping our thinking still one the most pop- 
ular topics for discussion our educational This 
trend must encourage; otherwise, invite disaster. 


Experimenting with Core Books 


core books are selected primarily 
for their potentiality make Christian 
principles concrete reality the char- 
acters they depict. Their selection also 
determined the objectives and the theme 
each year the four-year program. 
means them hope intensify and 
broaden the students’ spiritual perception 
and translate the truths they learn into 
actual living. 

actual living our students are going 
confronted with definite problems. 
Hence look for the book which will 
the best aid, “flesh and blood example 
vital problem.” Its selection must 
depend upon the reading ability and intel- 
ligence even slow pupils when they are 
aided teacher. place the reading 
and discussion the book into the grade 
whose central theme will most closely 
touch the problem, and then into the sub- 
ject class within that grade which can most 
appropriately handle it. Classes English 
all are using least one core book this 
year, but they are not alone the work. 
Religion, civics, history, and homemaking 
classes are participating actively. 

The specific problems decided need 
clarification and attack and which 
are aiming our shafts this tentative pro- 
gram are the prevalence suffering, the 
egocentric secular philosophy living, 
the greed for money, the deification and 
worship science, racial prejudice, me- 
diocrity which does not recognize its own 
evil, and the need for sanctification mar- 
and family life. 

Cecily The Happiness 
Father Happé admirably suited for 
core book which base the discussion 
suffering.

The Sister 
charge the class has jotted down for 
the following points emphasis: 

The modern world glorifies science 
and there need for clarification 
the place science and the role man.

“We shall use the book The Story 
Family Piat connection with our unit 
family relationships, which includes the 
choice partner, marital relations and 
reproduction children, motherhood and 
the training children, including their 
spiritual training through family prayer, 
and the parents’ part guiding the chil- 
dren the proper vocation. 

“As preparation for this unit shall 
give the girls incentives read this book 
quoting specific details from various 
chapters. shall set deadline that all 
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pupils will have read the book before 
actually take the unit. During the teaching 
the unit proper, shall discuss the 
various chapters detail they corres- 
pond the sections the unit. For ex- 
ample, the choice partner shall 
discuss the providential meeting Louis 
Martin and Zélie Guerin. preparation 
for the unit marital relations shall 
discuss the perplexity Zélie Guerin and 
her lack knowledge the facts life 
and also Therese’s simplicity and complete 
understanding very early age. prep- 
aration for the unit the training chil- 
dren shall discuss those chapters refer- 
ring that subject, which extensively 
treated this book. Since all pupils will 
have read the book this time, there will 
more enthusiastic class discussion and 
the unity the whole will not lost.” 

wanted the very special blessing 
our Lady our school; therefore de- 
cided have our girls read one book about 
her each year, even did not fit exactly 
into the integrated pattern.

However, one the teachers

Plus’ Radiating Christ has been sug- 
gested for use similar Magner’s per- 
sonality book. Other Mary books for con- 
sideration are The Reed God, Mary 
our Soul Life, The Song Bernadette, and 
Our Lady the Modern World. 
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England know little 
nothing about American education 
about its aims and methods, its schools, 
grades and types school, about the 
training its teachers. And should 
the last cast stone the American 
teacher for knowing little nothing about 
our English system (if indeed that the 
case) because aware that one the 
commonest effects class teaching upon 
the class teacher the ingrowing mind. 
become all too absorbed the affairs 
the classroom that they have tend- 
ency overflow into our homes and, worse 
still, into the homes our friends. But 
there some excuse for this, for teaching 
job that requires the exercise the 
total personality. more conventional 
phrase vocation, and entails the 
danger attendant all vocations the 
one-way mind. After few years begin 
feel that would great relief the 
world would stand still little; and 
hold almost grievance that keeps 
moving. But are not become 
stale have constantly remind our- 
selves that the work the school 
prepare the pupil enter the big moving 
world outside, and that the big moving 
world does not make any its moves with 
view satisfy the static conditions that 
may prevail our classroom. 

Upon the principles education 
Catholics are all agreed: there argu- 
ment. But the degree success achieved 
the application these principles will 
depend almost entirely the attitude 
the state toward Catholic education and 
the methods selecting and training 
the teachers. would like draw for you 
the English background.

brick buiding built somewhere around the 
1870’s. (Ninety per cent the parochial 
schools England were built before 1900). 
The parish priest who built has long 
since gone his reward. had borrow 
the money buy the site and build, and 
the debt possibly not all paid off yet. 
isn’t, there will surely alms box 
the church labeled “For the School 
Debt.” But parish property and the 
people are justly proud it. costs 
good deal keep repair because 
old; and that just one the parish 
priest’s burdens. 

The ground floor the infants’ school, 
the floor immediately above the girls’ 
school and the boys’ school the top 
floor. There are separate entrances for each 
the three departments. The boys have 
playground their own, but not big one: 
land costly. There are places for two 
hundred pupils each department and 
they are all pretty full. 

the first September, 1947, the 
first day the school term, and the 
school year too.

Standing the headmistress’ desk 
are number mothers with five-year- 
old children: these are the new entrants.

“We are not Catholics,” says the mother.

Catholic Public Schools 


The headmistress cannot refuse admis- 
sion child the score religion be- 
cause the school maintained the 
State, and one the conditions laid down 
the law for state-maintained schools 
that they may not refuse admission any 
child there accommodation for it. But 
the law also provides safeguards. the 
parents not wish the child receive 
religious instruction they may demand that 
the child withdrawn from the room 
which religious instruction being given 
and receive other instruction another 
The headmistress must question the 
mother this point. 

no,” says mother, “we don’t mind 
all. She can just take the religious les- 
sons along with the other children.” And 
this not surprising, because there are 
good number nondenominational schools 


Schools” are the schools established the 


local authorities —— town councils or county councils — 
under the authority of the board of education; these are 
the schools fully maintained out the public purse and 
are law undenominational. 
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hood. the headmistress enters the child’s 
name and age and address and the parents’ 
names the admission register. the 
parent had desired have the child 
empted from religious instruction, the 
headmistress would have made entry 
that effect opposite the child’s name. The 
law requires this. have, however, never 
heard such request. The headmistress 
addresses the other mothers their Chris- 
tian names; she knew them schoolgirls 
the same school.

Teachers, Lay and Religious 


There are training colleges for women 
Southampton, London, Birmingham, Hull, 
and Liverpool all which are conducted 
religious communities. Our headmistress 
entered college her late teens after 
ing qualified enter successfully pass- 
ing university matriculation examination 
—or might have been Oxford Cam- 
bridge higher school certificate. college 
she studied the usual arts subjects addi- 
tion courses religious knowledge, psy- 
chology, pedagogy, and the principles and 
history education. She also did practical 
teaching for several weeks the day 
school attached the training college and 
satisfied his majesty’s inspector her 
practical skill teaching. She also made 
special study infants’ teaching and 
gained Certificate” which made 
her specialist the teaching infants. 
the end the two years she sat for the 
certificate examination, the papers for 
which were set the board education 
Whitehall, and became trained certi- 
ficated teacher. 

But return St. Ethelreda’s. Before 
the mothers the little ones leave, she 
will impress upon them the importance 
getting the children school promptly 
each morning school begins 9:30— 
because the first lesson, well they 
should know, the religious lesson. 


Teaching Religion 
The law has something say about the 
times which religious instruction may 
given. may given the beginning 
end school session. some schools 
given the last period the morn- 
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ing session which ends 12:30. But St. 
Ethelreda’s, most Catholic schools, 
given the beginning, this being the 
time when the children’s minds are less 
likely fatigued. 

The parish priest will call into the 
school some time during the morning 
welcome the staff back from their holi- 
days. Before goes will probably say 
the headmistress, will Mass 
for the children half-past nine next 
Monday.” She will take care remind the 
children this before the end the week. 

“Next Monday,” she will say, “is 
very great feast. the birthday our 
Lady. shall all straight into 
church for Mass half-past nine, and 
after Mass shall come into school for 

The parish priest his legal capacity 
corresponding manager St. Ethel- 
School has already satisfied the re- 
quirements the law giving notice 
(some fortnight ago) the director edu- 
cation for the city that the religious exer- 
cises the school children will con- 
ducted outside the school premises, i.e., 
church, the 8th.

the feast our Lady’s birthday 
the whole school goes Mass, returning 
school about ten o’clock. (The school ad- 
joins the church.)

Each child re- 
ceives one third pint bottle, and 
drinking straw. The State pays for this. 

When the morning session ends more 
than half the pupils the entire school 
will stay behind take their midday meal 
the school hall. The food brought hot 
special containers from central kitchen 
established the city authorities, and 
since the meal service subsidized the 
government each child will able get 
excellent meal for fivepence (or less 
there more than one child the family). 
One more the teaching staff will 
there supervise. 

St. Ethelreda’s all the teachers are lay 
teachers. But many girls’ and infants’ 
schools (indeed perhaps the greater 
number) there will religious teaching 
Sisters the staff, and that case the 
headmistress will always Sister.

tian Brothers Marist Brothers. These

Hiring Teacher

Again, the floor boards one the class 
rooms are showing signs wear. de- 
cided the managers that the Education 
Committee asked repair it. For 
although the school buildings are the prop- 
erty the parish and must maintained 
the expense the owners, all “fair wear 
and tear” the buildings must made 
good the public authority. The Educa- 
tion Committee will pay for this work. 

The managers are sure talk about the 
new Education Act 1944. The present 
condition the school will not satisfy the 
requirements the new law. One definite 
result this law that boys and girls 
must stay year longer school, that 
until the end the term which they ar- 
tive the age 15. That means that, 
term term, the numbers the roll 
the school will increase. Where will they 
house the new classes? They have un- 
occupied classrooms. The government has 
decided, moreover, that the children 
and over must taught separate 
building. All this will mean far-reaching 
changes and the taking new burdens 
debt the parish. But for the moment 
nothing can done about it. any case 
the bishop has formed committee which 
will negotiate with the ministry educa- 
tion and the local Education Committee 
about new buildings and reorganization 
departments for the city whole. But 
there will new and heavy financial 
burdens the parish; that certain.

From sand-table exhibits doctoral 
dissertations, the opportunities are legion. 
Student bibliographies and selected read- 
ing lists are powerful tools make our 
pupils realize the contributions which the 
various nations have made world cul- 
ture. Music, dancing, art, the drama, all 
can correlated with this endeavor. 

Great educators have long cherished the 
dream World University. This ideal 
foundation may not become actuality 
our time, but certain extent may 
anticipate and reap some its benefits. 
More teachers, both the high school and 
college level should avail themselves 
the opportunities and advantages foreign 
study. Living among other peoples their 
native environment will furnish insight 


into their culture that will surpass any- 
thing can glean from books. This trend

mocracy, citizenship, and Americanism, 
list only few. must bring home 
them such facts that the Chinese have 
given Lin Yutang; the Negroes, George 
Washington Carver; the Jews, Justice 
Brandeis; the Catholics, Smith; the 
Protestants, Abraham Lincoln; the Italians, 
Toscanini; the Russians, Igor Sikorsky, 
and through roll call the great. 

must realize that the policies 
isolationism have been detrimental our 
national interest. not wish see 
our students marching third and more 
catastrophic world war, must all 
our power inculcate principles peace, 
join with other peace-loving nations 
the world avert the origins war. 
must educate our citizens understand 
that they cannot make correct decisions 
about peoples across the ocean without 
adequate knowledge these peoples. This 
the function intercultural education 
its truest sense. longer will the old 
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“Hands across the sea” suffice, 
these hands accompanied open 
minds and understanding hearts. This 
what teachers can, this what must, 
achieve.

all know how little children enjoy 
stories, often saying, “Tell again.” Little 
Ned begged his grandmother for stories 
until she would patiently say that she had 
told them all. But was persistent 
when the last story was completed 
would call out, “Grandma, tell about 
your operation!” 

However, there limit listening 
because inner growth asserts itself and 
breaks the child’s silence desire tell. 
His mind aglow. rushes speaking. 
should not quenched, for thought 
fixed expression. What the child says 
concretes what thinks, what saw, 
what heard. 

adept remembering 
names use this very method. Watch the 
man who remembers. Note the repetition 
the name the new acquaintance, and 
his keen observation, keen that would 
know the new acquaintance anywhere and 
readily give his name. 

Material should used soon the 
child possesses it, especially mathe- 
matics. This great teaching, great that 
should find place every schoolroom. 


Desire Imitate 

there limit telling because the 
acting desire. little girl, scarcely school 
age, often sat with her mother who ex- 
plained the beautiful pictures and attrac- 
tive advertisements various magazines. 
One advertisement told how remove 
“tattletale gray” the family wash. 
course, she talked over with her 
friends, much enthused. But listening and 
telling would not suffice. 


One day, when neighbor passed the 
home, found the little girl busily en- 
gaged washing her dolls’ clothes. There 
was the dolly tub, miniature washboard, 
and low hung line. When asked she 
were not working too hard, the little miss 
replied, don’t want any ‘tattletale gray’ 
dollies’ clothes.” 

And then there the imitative desire, 
far more important than many real- 
ize. The farm boy imitates his father 
stacking hay and other farm duties; the 
merchant’s son plays store keeping; the 
doctor’s son carries medicine case, takes 
the patient’s pulse and checks his tempera- 
ture.

cannot see virtue act well per- 
formed the abstract but only through 
the person who possesses the virtue per- 
forms the act.

The child not only includes the good 
qualities, includes all qualities, some 
which may undesirable. Teaching 
example more effective than teaching 
precept. The examples that set ought 
worthy the imitator.

prepare them for the mill. Ned, the little 
son, followed these cutters day day. 
spent much his time with cutter who 
was artist using the ax. could 
not admire the beauty abstract effort 
perfected form but did admire the man 
who possessed it. 

enthused did Ned become that 
asked his father buy him little ax. 
Upon receiving it, walked once his 
favorite worker. Here, selecting small 
sapling, began cutting, imitating 
nearly possible, his hero the forest. 

This hero used poor language, was 
prone swear and other his habits 
were under Ned would gladly 
imitate every one. Teachers teach little 
from what they know but mightily what 
they are. 

Because these four inner desires, the 
child wants certain things, seeks what 
wants, generally gets what seeks 
—and then gives back the world what 
gets. 

Some there are who mar, few who 
build, some who charm with music and art, 
others who inspire and lift those about them 
into the higher altitudes human en- 
deavor. Our duty teach and direct 
and guide. What priceless privilege 
ours!

How can questions phrased 
insure the same understanding all 
the pupils? 

What specific preparation the pu- 
pils for examination necessary that 
they will understand precisely what they 
are do, and thus maximally enabled 
manifest their knowledge, skills, and 
attitudes?

Pope Pius XII only the other day speak- 
ing the members the Order Poor 
Deacons the Mother God upon the 
third centennial the death their 
founder, St. Joseph Calasanzio, made some 
significant remarks regarding Catholic edu- 
cation. pointed out need “to train 
men who can control themselves against 
moral instability toward which youth 
dragged thousand ways supercul- 
ture, books, pictures, and films.” the 
Pope’s discussion this moral instability 
the contemporary life pointed out 
that includes “the frenzy for easy suc- 
cess, according which everything 
judged, without considering whether 
true false, good evil, legal illegal.” 
pointed out the need for Catholic edu- 
cation keep mind the conditions which 
are strong modern society “the unrest, 
the measureless multiplicity, the pressure 
modern life that tightens totally almost 
around man like snake.” 

This “snake” identified the heir- 
archy their annual statement Novem- 
ber twentieth “secularism.” The Bish- 
ops’ statement points out the inroads 
secularism and its unprecedented victories 
within the past two years its opposition 
government encouragement religious 
and moral training. There strong plea 
the Bishops their opening statement 
the individual Christian and his need 
for the full vision Christian truth. 
aren’t nearly successful think

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are our efforts Christianize the con- 
temporary life. 

the article published last month 
which pointed out the necessity “giv- 
ing yourself” noted new spirit il- 
lustrated Father Perrin France the 
“Priest-Workman Germany” and such 
movement The Christophers this 
country. The terrible fact that very 
many Christians, and course this in- 
cludes Catholics, see the vision Chris- 
tianity only dimly and vaguely and miss its 
impact reality. their apathy that 
actually abets those who look for destruc- 
tion and chaos. “They criticize,” say the 
Bishops, even deplore the decline 
morality and the spread corruption 
public life, but they feel obligation 
anything about it.” This the chal- 
lenge the basic challenge the Cath- 
olic school the new year. cannot 
along satisfying the formal requirements 
education without penetrating deeper 
into the mind and heart and spirit the 
individual Catholic. 

Much remains done every type 
school and particularly the Bishops 
note the levels higher education.

might seem that the importance 
the teacher would reduced greatly be- 
cause our emphasis the essential char- 
the individual human being 
being the principal agent his own edu- 
cation. Learning was made the central 
thing education, displacing the teacher- 
central conception dominant con- 
temporary thinking. different conception 
knowledge replaced the sterile, inert ac- 
cumulation facts, data, information. 
The fact that these conceptions not 
de-emphasize the teacher’s place formal 
education. greatly enhances it, and 
the same time makes more difficult, 
artistic its technique, and immensely 
and durably satisfying when success- 
ful. Ruskin’s words “Crown Wild 
Olive” the builders and architects whom 
was addressing, might said the 
real teacher: 

“You will know then how build well 
enough; you will build with stone well but 
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with flesh better; temples not made with 
hands, but riveted hearts; and that kind 
eternal.” 

The teacher’s job give the indi- 
vidual student possession and control 
those great powers human 
being: memory, imagination, judgment, 
reasoning, emotion, will. learns their 
meaning self- -activity, which the teacher 
helps, but cannot provide substitute. The 
teacher must stay the background, 
Dewey put it, the student the star this 
play and the teacher the stage 
Froebel the “Education says 
the function the teacher must “‘pas- 
sive and following.” St. Ignatius the 
Spiritual Exercises indicates similar func- 
tion for the retreat must let 
God work the soul the exercitant.

Unsolvable Problems

not unusual for teacher mathe- 
tricky problem that has been proposed 
magazine the radio. There seems 
unwritten agreement among the nonmathe- 
matically inclined that anything involving num- 
bers “fair game” for those who elect 
teach such complicated subjects. other 
words, “They’ve asked for it!” 

Parenthetically, examination con- 
science mathematics teachers may elicit the 
admission that they (or least their prede- 
cessors) asked for it. The profundity 
expression with which they have, times, 
overawed their pupils have quite naturally 
fostered spirit irritation and rebellion. 
natural consequence the desire test the 
teacher her extracurricular knowledge. 

These perennial problems are not all 
the same category. Some may solved 
simple algebraic equations and admit only 
one solution. others, have type that 
satisfied number solutions (or, 
mathematically speaking, the solution “non- 
trivial”). Again, meet the three famous 
unsolvable problems trisect angle, 
square circle, and duplicate cube. 

The first type will recognized once 
algebra teacher. common illustration 
the second type is: 

theater manager took $250 during 
afternoon performance. downstairs tickets 
sell cents, balcony tickets cents, 
and children’s tickets cents, how many 
each kind ticket did sell? 

One solution 150, 250, and 200 tickets 
respectively. Or, there may have been fewer 
children and see that 150, 300, and 100 
also furnish answer the theater owner’s 
dilemma. This type problem frequently 
proposed over the radio and current 
literature. 

discussing unsolvable problems, the 
teacher must make fine distinction. Some 
problems have solution because one, 
the present, has been able obtain 
answer them. For example, mathematicians 
are still searching for proof the fact that 
every even number other than the sum 
two primes. Other problems, and this 
true the above-mentioned particular three, 
have been proved impossible solution.

Amateurs confuse the word “impossible” 
with the word “difficult.” result, news- 
papers periodically headline the “proof” the 
trisection angle, complete with diagrams 
and, sometimes, explanations. Frequent mis- 
takes the would-be geniuses are: 

The angle chosen not general angle. 
quite simple trisect right angle 
straight angle. proof must cover every 
angle. 

The problem trisection presupposes 
the use ruler and compass only. ap- 
proximation may effected employing 
protractor higher plane curves. 

The proof itself may violate logical 
sequence. 

The biggest mistake, course, stub- 
bornly wasting time trying prove what has 
been proved unprovable. This may 
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explained the fact that the statement 
the problem far more simple than the proof 
its impossibility. 

These problems, they have descended 
from the Greeks, require that the con- 
structions done with straightedge 
marked ruler) and compass. Because the 
exclusively geometric method proof used 
the Greeks, the proof impossibility 
construction was deferred for more than 2000 
years. With the application algebraic meth- 
ods geometry was shown that the proof 
trisection angle and the duplication 
cube involved the geometric construction 
the cube root number; the squaring 
circle involves the determination the 
value pie. know now that any con- 
struction using ruler and compass alone can 
performed only finite number 
rational operations (addition, subtraction, mul- 
tiplication, division) and the extraction 
square roots. 

The origin the problem the duplication 
cube, known the Delian problem, 
interesting. plague had raged the city 
Athens and the inhabitants consulted the 
oracle Delos the best means bring 
end. The oracle informed them that 
they were appease the gods who were 
angry with them they should double (in 
volume) the size the altar which they 
had been worshiping. They doubled, instead, 
the edge and thereby multiplied the volume 
eight. The plague, time, came end 
but the problem doubling the volume 
cube continued perplex mathematicians 
for hundreds years.

Eleven years ago the mathematics depart- 
ment Central Catholic High School started 
project which through the years has grown 
steadily scope and form.

Perhaps you would 
use another text leading the same conclu- 
sion. Whatever the words would be, their 
memory would never fade from the minds 
the people and would help them remain safe 
the arms Holy Mother Church. 


Could Happen Here 


Has the possibility such tragic occur- 
rence set you thinking? has happened 
other countries. You have read, doubt, 
the Russian Catholic Underground. can 
happen here. does happen here large 
extent far those pupils are concerned 
who leave the Catholic school early their 
lives and for long years afterward remain 
completely out touch with Catholic thought. 

However, need not stretch the imagina- 
tion too far. Suppose that those pupils who 
have been our parochial schools eight 
twelve even more years, were asked 
summarize their Catholic belief, what would 
their response? Try them and.see! Change 
the problem fit the pupils instead the 
teacher. Ask them think through for 
few days, talk over with their friends 
and home. Require short, written answer. 
sure give credit for any evidences 
real thought and encourage free discussion 
the classroom, within proper grade limits. 

How much would mean your class, 
result such discussion, adopt text 
like the one just quoted, motto for the 
year. All problems, all subjects, would center 
quite naturally around this single, tremendous 
thought. And the pupils would, their own 
accord, point the motto during their re-

Thinking Unpopular 

“Our pupils not think” once accused Rev. 
Edmund Goebel, diocesan superintendent 
schools Milwaukee, “and they not think 
because have never taught them think.” 
There are all too many evidences the truth 
this statement. Too many Catholics simply 
follow the crowd, sometimes the very brink 
the precipice. 

There are, course, many ways which 
pupils can stimulated their own 
thinking. First all there are the well-chosen 
thought questions that lead from the text 
its wider implications. Let say that you are 
studying the Scripture text already quoted. 
You ask the general questions suggested 
the lesson. But you can further with your 
questioning. “Suppose you not choose 
love God above all things, are you free 
you please? What will the consequences? 
Who will the loser? Will make God un- 
happy you disobey His command? Will 
make you unhappy? this life? the next? 
Why? Can you quote Scripture text 
answer some these questions?” (What does 
profit man, etc.) 

Take the love neighbor. “Is there any- 
thing your religion book that tells you 
specifically what you can for your neigh- 
bor?” you may ask. Yes, the Works Mercy. 
“Have you, student School, any 
obligation practice the Works Mercy? 
All them? How many? Could you, for ex- 
ample, instruct the ignorant? How? being 
done lay people today? Can you give ex- 
amples? classmate tells you would like 
instruct the ignorant but not qualified 
for such work. Answer him. Suppose you 
decide all you can now and also the 
future instruct the ignorant the street, 
home, work. What would you expect 
reward here and hereafter? Might there 
difficulties encounter? One the girls 
your class very reticent and finds difficult 
approach others. She asks you what she 
could instruct the ignorant. What will 
you tell her?” (Pray, sacrifice, distribute liter- 
ature, etc.) 


Mild Shock Treatment 


Already have launched into the problem 
method, excellent way stimulating 
thought. There end the interesting 
problems that could proposed our 
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chosen text alone. However, for the sake 
variety, let resort few other means 
startling our pupils out their usual attitude 
indifference. 

the bulletin board the classroom (or 
better still the hallway the high school 
department) may appear poster picturing 
man who has locked himself into narrow 
compartment. Through small barred win- 
dow one can see God’s bright sunshine, bird 
cheerily singing tree, bright blossoms. 
large letters appear the words: man who 
shuts God out shuts himself in.” smaller 
letters follow the problem: “Mr. Drake says 
through with religion. the future 
will have nothing with God His 
Church. friend yours and you wish 
reason with him. Think the matter over 
carefully first. Talk over with your friends 
and those home. Then explain short 
statement Mr. Drake the meaning the 
above quotation. The best answer will 
posted the bulletin board (or published 
the school paper).” 

Another poster: open grave with the 
headstone already place. prosperous look- 
ing businessman, head up, face forward, 
moving forward great, confident strides. 
Unknowingly, has one foot poised over the 
open grave. the headstone appear the 
words: “Here lies man who rushed through 
life without ever coming closer God.” 
large letters may appear such words as: 
This cannot your future! You will never 
forget your eternal destiny.”

Submit three four state- 
ments that will help the pupils St. School 
prevent such fatal mistake their own 
lives. sure think the problem through 
first.”

The opportunities for formulating problems 
from current news items are many and varied. 
Every week brings striking statements out- 
standing personalities speaking through well 
selected editorials our weekly Catholic 
papers.

Praise those 
students who have taken notice. Others soon 
will wake up. fact, things may become 
lively that you had better check with the fol- 
lowing pointers regarding the problem tech- 
nique: 

Give the pupils opportunity express 
their opinions and train them listen thought- 
fully what others have say the 
subject. 
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Lead them look all angles the 
problem consistent with their age. 

right answer either word sign. 

not allow digression. Train the pupils 
keep the subject. 

Direct them find the right answers 
themselves whenever possible. Have references 
ready and teach them how locate the ma- 
terial promptly. Younger pupils will have 
led skillful questioning. 


Always Correct Errors 


Keep you ears open for erroneous opin- 
ions and uncalled-for remarks. that way 
you will have opportunity set your pupils 
right and the same time teach them 
courtesy speech and manners. 

You will find that the pupils’ outlook 
generally highly materialistic. “The reason 
should not such thing because I’ll get 
caught anyway,” or, “It permissible com- 
mit such act because for good 
cause,” are common opinions. only 
open discussion that you can detect and grad- 
ually change such erroneous ideas, provided 
you not shame the pupils into silence when 
they have made serious mistake. Calmly, 
carefully, gradually, you can lead them rec- 
ognize higher values making them see the 
results their actions upon themselves and 
others now, future years, and especially 
eternity. 
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Never let the answers problem 
“hang the air.” That would worse than 
time wasted. Make your problems simple 
enough for the class handle and unfore- 
seen complications arise, honest enough 
admit that you are not prepared make 
immediate statement. Then sure come 
back with the answer later. Conscience mat- 
ters are, course, refered the priest, pref- 
erably the pupils themselves.

Just Talk God 


Why should the art praying such 
mysterious thing? analyze the teaching 
the Church concerning prayer find that 
fundamentally there nothing about prayer 
foreign the child mind. the Summa Theo- 
logica, St. Thomas Aquinas has definitely set 
down the basic principles. for teachers 
interpret them understandable terms for 
the little child and make them practical for 
him. 

The Fathers the Church have said that 
“to pray ask becoming things God”; 
that “when call upon God our prayers, 
unveil our mind His presence.” that 
same sense another says that “prayer the 
raising the mind God.” However, these 
definitions prayer are more for the teacher 
and the little child understands more clearly 
the definition the catechism which brings 
prayer down his level saying that “prayer 
talking with God.” This “talking with God” 
becomes natural him familiar conver- 
sation with his family and friends. The child 
can taught the necessity for careful enun- 
ciation and close attention the words 
vocal prayer. This not merely for the sake 
clear speech but bring out the truth 
that serving God with our lips bring 
about increase our interior devotion. St. 
Thomas says concerning vocal prayer that our 
attention may the words, the meaning 
the words, the end prayer, God, 
and the thing are praying for. Pictures 
illustrating the prayers are now available and 
aid greatly interpreting the ordinary prayers 
for children. 

Attention during prayer bugbear 
many teachers little children. Folded hands 
not always give evidence prayerful hearts 
and wandering eyes frequently denote wander- 
ing minds. Here St. Thomas our consolation, 
for teaches that for merit and impetration 
“the force the original intention with which 
one sets about praying renders the whole 
prayer meritorious.” hastens say, how- 
ever, that purposely allow one’s mind 
wander prayer sinful and hinders the 
prayer from having fruit. need not worry 
too much about voluntary distractions among 
our five-year-olds. keep his prayers 
short and meaningful, carefully directing his 
intention, even the involuntary disturbances 
will lessened. 


Think About God 


From vocal prayer simple matter 
make the transition mental prayer. Care 
must taken not draw too much the 
imagination, for the age five that faculty 
highly developed one; one easily aroused; 
one ready exaggerate. This not want 
encourage regard mental prayer, for 
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while ability draw mental pictures 
desirable, the object mental prayer not 
draw pictures but love God. Simplicity 
and brevity then should the keynote our 
endeavors this regard. Tell story simply 
discuss point doctrine, make appli- 
cation the individual group and 
you finish the consideration, not 
unusual for child exclaim love God” 

Other points the doctrine prayer are 
obvious and need little actual teaching. For 
example, almost any five-year-old can readily 
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grasp that only people pray; that must 
ask for spiritual things first, for these 
cannot misuse, while prayers for temporal 
goods should pushed back into second 
place; that the angels and saints are his friends 
and have great intercessory powers; that 
can aid the poor souls purgatory with his 
prayers. soon understands that his bodily 
position not the all-important part prayer, 
for can adore and love God skips 
along, kicking the dry leaves, kneels 
with hands folded before the tabernacle. 
either case, “talking with God”! 


New Books Value Teachers 


The Teaching Reading 

Paul McKee. Cloth, 623 pp., $3.60. Hough- 
ton Mifflin Co., Boston, Mass., 1948.

the present time when attention 
strongly centered reading from corrective 
standpoint, Paul McKee’s book, The Teaching 
Reading the Elementary School, welcome 
addition professional literature because gives 
over-all view the teaching reading 
nontechnical language and interesting format. 

The book, intended for methods levels rang- 
ing from prereading the sixth grade inclusive, 
has two main divisions: the nature the reading 
process and the program instruction. The first 
centers the teacher’s attention the essence 
reading —interpretation the printed 
contrast the biased views reading word 
recognition, eye movements, other specific 
skills. The latter, though very basic the thought 
getting process, not the end reading, but can 
easily become the teacher looks only the 
endless drill required for mechanical efficiency. 

the second section the book, the reader 
introduced the important phases reading 
instruction. Logically, the fundamentals reading 
are approached first. Once the reader has at- 
tempted read the hypothetical preprimer the 
first part the book, will feel personal need 
for the abundance drill needed for mastering 
the complexities reading. The word “attack pro- 
gram” stresses the necessity supplying the 
pupil with the structural analysis grossly neglected 
the past, but basically required the phonic 
program effective attacking the more 


complex words later encountered. Similarly, step 


step, McKee develops the fundamentals 
reading. 

The knowledge the reading will 
little value the learner does not utilize this 
valuable tool. other field human en- 
deavor does the worker receive tools without 
some instruction concerning their use. McKee has 
evidently realized this deficiency and has placed 
emphasis actual instruction reading study 
skills. Present-day reading problems the sec- 
ondary level corroborate this need. The additional 
chapters reading the field literature and 
oral reading has given balance the reading 
program providing the pupil with guidance 
the enjoyment really beautiful selections, and, 
social beings, sharing the beauties literature 
with others. 

Throughout the book, McKee stresses 
rounded-out reading program with emphasis 
meeting the individual capacities learners 
both levels advancement, and specific skills 
each level. The teacher given concrete and exact 
suggestions for the development the skills 
each level, available materials, and definite objec- 
tives. More definitive outlines for the basic in- 


structional program would have been profitable 
all teachers, but especially for the beginning 
teachers. Since the book evidently aimed 
make the reading program clear the latter 
group, concrete plans for instructional work with 
varied groups the same room would have added 
its completeness.
